Wisconsin Congressman 
Outlines Policies La Fol- 
lette Leaders Expect to 
Follow Now. 


BY THOMAS L. STOKES. 

Washington, November 17.—The 
third party idea will be given the 
cold shoulder at’ the meeting in Jan- 
uary of leaders in the La Follette 
campaign, but plans will be made for 
strengthening the organization al- 
ready existing throughout the coun- 
try, with a view or taking a vigorous 
part in congressional elections and 
again. in the presidential campaigs 
in 1928. 

This is the word from Representa. 
tive Jchn M. Nelson, of Wisconsin, 
manager of the La Follette campaign. 
This, in brief, is the outline of tke 
program which he says will be adopt- 
ed at the January meeting, where the 
future will be planned: 


To Keep Status Quo. 

1. Retention of the independent 
movement on its present basis, with 
mo third party. 

2. Increase and building up of the 


organization formed during the cam-| 


paign. 

3. Maintenance of the La Fol- 
lette organization in both house and 
senate, 

4. Activity in congressional] elec- 
tions, not by putting out a ticket 
of its own, but by support of can- 
didates considered progressive in 
either of the other parties. 

Their part in the presidential cam- 
paign in 1928 will depend, Nelson 
says, upon the situation at that time. 

Plan To Be “Outlaws.” 

He explained that if there were a 
sharp demarcation between the two 
major parties in 1928, with one con- 
sservative and the other progressive, 
the independents would throw their 
support behind the progressive party, 
if it met the requirements of those 
2 who supported the recent La Fol- 
F dette campaign. If both remain con- 
servative, another independent cam- 
paign would be conducted as in the 
last election, he said. 

“We know now that there are near. 
ly 5,000,000 people in the country 
who are with us, and are looking to 
s.” he said. “We have an organiza- 
tion all over the country, which we 
didn’t have before. We are going to 
continue to build it.” 

Only Lost One Seat. 

“Apparently we have lost the bal- 
ance of power,” he said. “But the 
regulars have only a nominal balance 
of power. We lost nobody but Mag: 
nus Johnson, in the senate. The re- 
publicans gained seats through losses 
by democrats, and not from &@s. 

“We are really better off than be- 
fore, as a result of the election, for 
this reason—either republicans or 
democrats who won seats in districts

The 
fresh water and deep-sea navy of the 
Volstead forces say that liquor smug- 
gling has become a small-time busi- 
ness, Despite these assurances of 
aridity, liquor continues plentiful in 
New York, and prices aren’t going up 
either. For 50 cents yon can pour 
your own drink of “Scotch” or “rye” 
in any number of second-rate bar 


rooms. For 60 cents, a drink may be 
had at a small table in slizhtly better- 


class places. Another 40 cents added 
to the tariff provides a garish drink- 
irg place with hopeful ladies waiting 
around and a small’orchestra. Beyond 
that price there are all sorts of bizarre 
nighttime play places where the wine 
lists offer champagcre. 

Put during the six months ended 
on November 1 the Canadian border 
patrol maintained by the state police 
confiscated 202 antomobiles contain- 
ing alcoholic beverages valued at 
$110,150. The cars were appraised at 
$25,754. The dry navy bas averaged 
at least a confiscation a day since 
last-spring. The most notable seizure 
was that of the speedy “Cigarette,” 
itaken last week after more than 12 
months of successful evasion of the 
dry fleet.

“The executive council again w. rns 
organizea labor and its membership 
against the hasty formation of labor 
banks and calls attention to the need 
of th. most careful investigation ana 
survey of all conditions surrounding 
such ventures,” the report said. 

“The organization and operation of 
banking institutions by trade union- 
ists, has continued to make progress 
during the year. It is estimated that 
the total resources of labor Lanks 
in this country exceed $60.000.000. 

Twenty-Three in Operation. 

There afe 23 labor banks in oper- 
ation, the report revealed. 

President Gompers in his annnal 
appealed for strict adherence to the 
federation’s traditional policy of vol- 
untarv action.

“tinless the farmers of America are 
enabled to regain their rightful place 
in the sharing of our prosperity, our 
agricultural foundation will crumble 
end the glory of our ceuntry will 
fade from the face of the earth.” 


Introduced by Conwell. 

Governor Lowden spoke under the 
suspiceg of the Georgia Cotton Grow- 
ers’ Cooperative association and wae 
introduced by’ J. E. Conwell. presi- 
dent of that organization. The house 
of representatives was packed, both in 
the main hall and in the galleries, and 
the audience listened in rupt atten- 
tion to every word of the speaker. 
After Governor Lcewden had conclud- 
ed, short talks were made by Eugene 
R. Black, president of the Atlanta 
Trust company, reyresenting the bank- 
ers, and by Clark Howell, Sr., editor 
and publisher of The Constitution, 
representing the newepapers of the 
state, 

“Stabilized agriculture is the funda- 
mental basis of all our national life,”

school department by a tax to be 
levied by the board of education. 

The mayor's veto was sustained 
only after a hard fight had been made 
to override, the final vote being 21 
to 9 to sustain it. 


Couch Leads Fight. 

Councilman J. Allen Couch, who 
sponsored the original resolution and 
vho also introduced the motion to 
override the veto, charged that at 
present the referendum is held as a 
ciub over the board of education, and 
that that body.is unable to do its 
best work under existing conditions.

At the meeting of the Widows and 
Orphans’ Aid association tonight 
discussion will be entered into as to 
methods of ifiproving the work, of 
the association, and it is likely that 
some new features of work may be 
suggested.

If Herriot drives through hig meas-

M. Herriot paid no attention to 
the letter. He refused to allow the 
expenses of maintaining an embassy 
at the vatican to be included in the 
budget. The letter from the cardi- 
nals was followed by a second epistle 
from the archbishop of Bordeaux, 
Mgr. Braudillart, a letter militant in 
tone, peremptory in demands, coura- 
geous in its defiance, but useless in- 
sofar as it induced Herriot to a 
change of heart.

A year ago corn was selling in many 
sections of the country, as I recall it, at 
abont 40 cents a bushel.

Most farmers 
were compelled to sell even at a loss. ‘The 
few men who were able to hold have re- 
ceived double that price. The old bogey 
of a surplus did not disturb them, fes 
they knew that under the operation of the 
economic laws, corn must some day bring 
in the market what it cost to produce it. 
For though farmers are long suffering as 
a rule, they will not indefinitely continue 
to produce at a continuons loss. Now, if 
the corn producers had been organized as 
other businesses are organized, they would 
have marketed their corn in an orderly 
way: they would have established a fair 
price for corn, marketed as much as pos- 
sible, and waited for the turn which was 
inevitable before marketing the remainder. 
But, you say, what if this year there had 
been another bumper crop of eorn. 1 re- 
ply that if it were ascertained that we 
were producing year by year any cominodity 
in excess of the world’s needs, and we 
were organized, we would at once take 
steps to curtail production, just as every 
other organized industry does. One of the 
ablest authorities on farm conditions, not 
onlv in America, but throughout the world, 
Eugene H. Grubb, believes that we are enl- 
tivating too much land in America. Hie 
thinks that we should permit 25 per cent 
of our tilled fields to go back into pae- 
ture.

position. Why is it that in eevry other 
period of depression there has heen some 


prices of commodities generally and not at 
this particular time? Why is that at the 
time of the panie of '73 and of ‘93 prices 
of steel products and of farm implements 
and of manufactured goods generally de- 
clined substantially ws much as did the 
prices of the products of the farm? And 
why is it that this period of depression 
we have gone throvgh has been an excep 
tion in thie respect? To answer these 
questions correctly requires that we should 
look into the conditions generally as thev 
exist today and as ther did exist during 


ithe former periods of depression, The chief 


difference, I think, between now and then. 


,is that during the last thirty years organi- 


zation has been the dominant factor with 
iabor and with every other industry except 
our own, When the depression of 3920 set 
in there was a large accumulation of goods 
of all kinds on hand; but industry, being 
highly organized, was able to resist more 
successfully than the farmer the pressure 
for lower prices. 

This leads to the inquiry whether or not. 
in marketing farm products. the farmer jas 
kept apace with the great changes going 
on everywhere in the modern business 
world. In all other industries there has 
been a growing tendency to stabilize prices. 
This has been effected largely through the 
Organization of a few great corporations 
which have taken the place of innumeralile 
smaller independent units scattered over 
the land. Not only are there fewer mana- 
facturers relative to production, in every 
line, but they in turn are organized into a 
great national body which meets usually 
once a year and considers questions cf 
world supply and demand and other subjects 
of common interest to the industries. These 
great companies are therefore able to plan 
the next year’s campaign intellicently and 
to adjust their production to the probable 
demand, From time to time they fix the 
price upon their product, which remains 
until new conditions require aie change.

In the meantime, a large portion 
of the farm population will go bankrupt. 
Certainly this is not a pleasing prospect 
from the standpoint ef either the producer 
or the consumer of farm products. If we 
would avoid this ruin I see but one way 
out. The farmer, too, must organize for 
the purpose of marketing his products. 
Commodity marketing associations are no 
longer an experiment. It is not necessary 
before this audience to enlarge upon this 
point. 

Those who oppose the principle of co- 
operative marketing seem to think that in 
some sort of way the cooperative ASSOCIA 
tions are seeking to avoid the operation of 
the law of supply and demand. Quite the 
reverse is true. Those who advocate this 
form of marketing are seeking only to cre- 


| ate conditions by which the law will oper- 
'ate fairly as hetween the seller and the 


huver of farm products, At present it does 


| not, We are told by the economists that 
itime and place are important factors in 


the market price. He, therefore, who &e- 


jlects the time and place for the sale of his 


product has a direct effect upen the price 


of that product. This the individual farmer 


cannot do. As to the time, he usually mnet 
market whenever his product is harvested 
or otherwise ready for the market. As 
to place, he is limited practically to the 
nearest local market. Organized along com- 
modity lines, his organization would have 
much to say as to both time and place. 
We are told also by the economists that 
the supply which operates in price change 
‘does not mean the total stock of goods 
in existence but the quantity which sellers 
are willing and able to sell at the former 
price.’’ Therefore, he who exercises a suD- 
stantial control upon the flow of the prod- 
duct to the market is an important factor 
in making the price. It is perfectly evi- 
dent that the hundreds of thousands of in- 
dividual producers each acting for himself 
are deprived of this advantage. 
Foes of Free Competition. 

The laws of supply and demand extend- 
ing over a series of years, in fixing what 
the political economists call the normal 
price, still obtain. To fix the market 
price, however, fairly, that law is effec- 
tive only ‘‘with free competition on both 
sides,’’ Among the causes which defeat 
free competition, Hadley, formerly presi- 
dent of Yale nniversity, in hig ‘‘Work on 
Eeconomics,’’ places. ignorance first. In 
other words, there must be equality of 
understanding on the part of buyers and 
sellers before this law can operate stc- 
cessfully. 

Now, apply this to the farmer marketing 
his product. How can he possibly know es 
much about the many and complex factors 
which enter into the thing as the great 
powerful organized buying corporations, in- 
cluding, during recent years, even govern- 
ments themselves? If, however, he shonld 
enjoy equality of information with the 
buyer, he is not usually in a position te 
take advantace of his knowledge. In most 
instances, he must market his field crops 
os socn as they are harvested. He, there- 
fore, dumps his entire crop upon the mar 
ket within a few weeks or months at the 
outside. The effect inevitably is to de- 
press the price. It is not a_ sufficient 
anewer to say that by the device of deal- 
ing in futures, as ih the cereal and in the 
cotton markets, the effect of the dumping 
is altogether obviated. For though it mays 
be shown that the price of the cash com- 
modity months hence may be but iittle 
more than sufficient to cover the cost plus 
the carrying charges, it is «quite likely

Of course, the law of supply and de- 
mand stil! holds. Like any other law, how- 
wer, in the economic or the natural world 
it may be made to serve man. or, throngh 
ignorance, destroy him. The law of gravi- 
tation is of immense benefit to the farmer 
when rightly used. It enables him io 
frain his lands. makes it possible for atm 
to distribute water-cheaply from a_ tank 
throughout his horse and barn. The 6&:tie 
law, however, may destroy him if he care- 
lessiy leaves open a trap door into his 
hay mow and falls through it to the floor 
helow. The purpose of cooperative market- 
ing of farm products is not to defy the 
law of snpply and demand, but only to 
wake that law serve the farmer.

[HEALTH TALKS |

THE INPENETRABLE HIDE. 

When I made the flat assertion 
that no food, water, medicine, cos- 
metic or poison is absorbed through 
the unbroken skin, | aroused consid- 
erable animation among readers and 
animosity among interests that ex- 
ploit popular credulity. The latter 
threatened some kind of court pro- 
cedure to have me forever restrained 
from telling the physiological truth. 
The former wrote me some posers. 

“If medicine is not absorbed 
through the unbroken skin, how do 
you explain the treatment of syphilis 
by means of mercury’ ointment rub- 
bed in?’ one reader asks. This 
might seem a poser if the implied hy- 
pothesis were a fact. But the sys- 
temic effects of mercury obtained by 
this mode of administration are at- 
tributable to volatilization of the 
mereury by the heat of the body and 
friction and its absorption through 
inhalation. Actual experiments have 
shown that no appreciable amount of 
mercury is absorbed through the skin 
when mercury ointment is “rubbed 
in,” A subject received inunctions 
of mercury ointment upon the legs. 
His legs were in one room or cham- 
ber and his head in another—the legs 
thrust through openings in the di- 
viding wall. This prevented the in- 
halation of any of the mercury vo- 
latilized by the inunctiens. The man 
absorbed no mercucy. 

“In reading your talks on health,” 
writes another reader, “I have no- 
ticed that you have been very em- 
phatic in saying that no drug, food, 


medicine or poison will penetrate the | 


unbroken skin. But I notice in a 
recent article you mention a hair dye 
which contains sugar of lead and 
you warn against the application of 
such a preparation. Llow come, if 
the scalp does not absorb the lead?” 

This is another poser, if we con- 
fuse hypothesis with fad. It is gen- 
erally known that painters, printers 
and others whose occupation entails 
handling substances which contain 
lead are subject to lead poisoning 
and it is generally assumed that the 
lead is absorbed through the skin. 
Not so. Painters, printers and oth- 
ers who suffer occupational lead poi- 
soning absorb the lead either through 
inhalation or ingestion. When the 
work involves polishing, rubbing, buf- 
fing and other processes which create 
a dust, inhalation and ingestion of 
the lead particles in the dust is the 
danger. Workmen who are personal- 
ly careless enough to eat without first 
washing their hands, may ingest con- 
siderable lead from their soiled 
hands, Workmen exposed to the 
fumes of lead, as in various indus- 
trial processes, inhale the volatilized 
lead. If the inhalation and inges- 
tion ,factors could be eliminated, 
there would be no particular risk in- 
volved from merely handling lead. 

Lhe poisoning sometimes noted in 
persons who make use of a hair dye 
or perhaps a complexion “beautifier”’ 
containing lead, is certainly not due 
to absorption of the lead through the 
skin, but rather to inhalation or in- 
gestion of the lead in one form or 
another in minute quantities over a 
prolonged period. Numerous cases 
of chronie lead-poisoning have been 
reported in girls and women who 
employ flake-white (which is lead 
rarbonate) as a powder for the nuse. 
Many “enamels” and other cosmetic 
preparations contain lead. Perhaps 
many cases of so-called general nerv- 
our debility, mental aberration, paraly- 
sis and abdominal pains in young 
women are due to lead poisoning un- 
recognized, from inhalation or in- 
gestion of the lead in cosmetics which 
the vietims have used for prolonged 
periods,

When 
such a sagging (ptosis) is responsible 
for any disturdance of the health, it 
is ad necessary to use a supporter, 
special bandage or corset appliance 
for a time, be the patient man 
woman. The question of such a sup- 
port, however, is one which your own 
physician and no one else can pass 
upon in your ease.

High Lights in the Cotton Market

New York, November 17.—The New 
Bedford Storage Warehouse company 
advertises that ‘They're scrambling 
for cotton. Price isn’t cutting much 
of a figure in New Bedford buying 
of spot cotton. It is availability that 


counts, In many instances the mills 
are paying the highest premiums that 
have been paid in years.” 

The headings of some other items 


about cotton and cotton goods read as 
follows: “Gray goods sales again 
large.’ “Cotton men look for steady 
business.” “Stronger Fall River mar- 
kets reported.” ‘Cotton textile de- 
mavud shows big increase.” ‘Trade 
sentiment distinctly better.’ 

“Ginghams and percales improve in 
Chicago.” “The Russian government 
plans to import $25,000 bales of Amer- 
jean cotton in the year commencing 
Wetober 1.” “Manchester waking up.’ 
“Mill demand puts cotton up.” “‘Con- 
sumption increasing,” ‘Some south- 
ern mills sold up to next summer.” 
“Gray goods market firm.” “Better 
demand for cotton goods.” “Amoskeag 
planus capacity operation.” ‘English 
spinners may increase working hours.” 
“Yarns in demand.” “Tire firms buy 
New England mill.” “Cotton men 

“elated at improvement.” ‘Definite 
turn for better in cotton textiles.’’ 
“Cotton man sees awakened trade.” 
“Manufacturers report gain in produc- 
tion.” 

After reading the captions quoted 
and the news printed under them in 
last week's papers no one could be 
surprised that the market is higher 
or that the sentiment is preponderant- 
ly bullish. Perhaps the cautious man 
would be disposed to quote Scripture 
and say, “Beware when all men speak 
well of you,” but with the stock mar- 
ket booming and everyone eager to 
buy something he would have but lit- 
tle company. To reverse Grover 
Cleveland’s epigram, “It is a theory 
and not a condition that confronts 
us,” and as it is futile to argue with 
a state of mind one can only wait to 
see whether the facts will justify the 
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optimism with regard to the future 


that is so generally expressed. 

There is no doubt that there is an 
excellent demand for cotton in both 
Europe and America. Exports are 
nearly 400,000 bales more than last 
year. The U. 8S. consumption for Oc- 
tober is within 50,000 bales of the rec- 
ord established in October, 1917, and 


spinners’ stocks at the end of the 
month were but 750,656 bales as com- 
pared with 1,106,347 bales at the same 
time last year. Here is a partial 
vacuum that must be filled before the 
manufacturers will feel comfortable, 
and meantime they are using up the 
cotton they buy from day to day in 
making the goods that are wanted 
for prompt delivery. ‘The speculative 
excitement on the Stock exchange and 
in the grain and coffee markets is 
adding fuel to the fire and no one 
can say when it will burn itself out. 

The size of the crop is no longer 
considered. The ginning report to be 
issued November 21 may revive inter- 
est in the question temporarily, but 
whether the figures are large or small 
it will be said that picking is practi- 
cally over. In brief, the world seems 
to be convinced that cotton is going 
higher and there is no use quarreling 
with a conviction that seems to be so 
universal, 

But the experienced student of busi- 
ness history cannot shut his eyes to 
the danger that lurks in complete una- 
nimity of opinion with regard to the 
future. For this reason I am impelled 
to say that at-25 cents a pound for 
cotton it is well to “‘watch your step,” 
upon the theory that “it is better to be 
safe than sorry.”

ence, which assembled in sixteenth ses- 
sion here today. 

Governor Denney, with Governor 
Clifford M. Walker, of Georgia, led 
the discussion of taxation, which occu- 
pied the entire afternoon session ot 
the conference, except for a brief ex- 
ecutive session that preceded adjourn- 
ment for the day,.and at which the 
decision was made to inerease the ex- 
ecutive committee to five members, 
and selections made to fill these 
places, Those named on the com- 
mittee were Governor W. W. Brandon, 
of Alabama; Ralph O. Brewster, gov- 
ernor-elect of Maine; Governor E. 
lee Trinkle, of Virginia, chairman ; 
(;overnor Alex J. Groesbeck, of Mich- 
igan, and Roland H. Hartley, gover- 
nor-elect of Washington. 

13 Billions Exempt From Tax. 

In support of his suggestion, Gov- 
ernor Denny declared that the states 
now are in an excellent strategic po- 
sition to effect a defniite understand- 
ing with the federal] authorities with 
reference to levying inheritance tases, 
and “thus to get a very real benefit 
for our states without giving up any- 
thing of intrinsic value.” 

He believed that congress could be 
induced to leave to the states the field 
of inheritance taxes, if the states 


would support a constitutional amend- | 


ment restricting further issues of tax- 
exempt securities. 

lie pointed out that there are now 
in the country more than 13 billion 
dollars of tax-exempt securities and 
that they are increasing at the rate 
of about one billion dollars annually, 
mostly in state and municipal bonds.

Put U. S. in Grain Business. 

This bill proposed to interfere with 
the normal operation of the world 
market in order to hold up wheat 
prices in the United States. It bas 
been the contention that the demand 
for export wheat fixed the price of 
the entire American crop. ‘The Mce- 
Nary-Haugen measure coutemplated 
an elaborate scheme of pur hasing the 
surplus through a government cor- 
poration so as to maintan a steady 
ratio which, it was anticipated, 
would stabilize the price of the whole 
crop regardless of whether there was 
un oversupply or not.
